Fistic Stage Reach 
In Tennessee Contest 


Over Woman Suffrage 


Nashville, Tenn., August 20.— 
The suffrage fight got to the 
fistic stage Friday night. Rep- 
resentative Sidney Carr, Putnam 
county, exchanged blows with 
J. 8. Eichelberger, a field agent 
of the Constitutional league, in 
the Hermitage hotel. Senator 
Fullr, of Shelby county, stop- 
ped a few fast ones from both 
of the fighters when he tried to 
separate them. Carr is sald to 
have resented testimony Eichel- 
berger gave before the grand 
jury anent the purchasable qual- 
ities of certain legislators. A 
crowd gathred about the hotel in 
the hope and expectation that 
there might be more encounters. 
No arrests were made. - 


Nashville, Tenn., August 20.—Suf- 
frage leaders tonight regarded any 
attempt of the opposition to re- 
consider its action in ratifying the 
woman suffrage amendment ag 
hopeless and leaders were claiming 
that tomorrow night would see the 
last obstacle to certification of the 
measure to Washington swept away. 

The only thing that stood in the 
way of a clean cut yictory to- 
night was the Walker motion to 
reconsider, recorded on‘ the ‘ ouse 
journal. Speaker Seth Walker, op- 
position leader, changed his vote 
Ve,nesday from “nay” to “aye” on 
the roll call to adopt the rari- 
fication resolution in order that he 
might move reconsideration and 
have the sole privilege of calling 
it from the journal during the next 
two legislative days. His time lim- 
it expired today and with his fail- 
ure to act any member who yoted 
“aye” on ratification now has the 
privilege of calling it up. This the 
suffrage leaders announced, they 
intended té do tomorrow aad they 
planned either to table it or to d3- 
feat it by a negative vote. 

To Remove All Douwht. 

Attorney General Thompson and 
other parliamentarians hold that 
Speaker Walker's failure to act to- 
day settled the question of recon- 
sideration, and that the resolution 
was now ready for engrossing and 
certification to Washington. Oth- 
ers, howevé?, including leading suf- 
fragists, maintained that the mo- 
tion stood on the journal as a mat- 
ter of record and th to remove 
all doubt it must be disposed of. 
It was with this object fn view 
that the suffragists today by a vote 
of 49 to 47 defeated a mction of the 
opposition to adjourn until Monday 
afternoon for the usual week-end 
recess and forced adjournment only 
until tomorrow morning at 10 
o'clock. Seldom In recent years has 
either house of the legislature held 
a session on Saturday. Action on 
the Walker motion was planned as 
soon as the order of business wouid 
permit. 

Mr. Walker last night declared 
he had enough votes pledged to 
ferce reconsideration today and 
have the house rescind its action 
in ratifying the amendment. But 
when an opposition leader moved 
adjournment until Monday it was 
taken as an indication that the 
speaker was not sure of his ground, 
ani defeat of the motivun by the 
same majority cast for ratification 
Wednesday before he changed his 
yote to “ayé,” confirmed this sup- 
posititn- 

Mr. Walker, however, still has a 
chance to win on the vote planned 
tomorrow on his motion for recon- 
sideration should he persuade at 
least two suffragists to desert their 
leaders. Since he is recorded as 
Peting “aye,” he could himself call 
the motion from the journal, and 
after its adoption move that the 
house reverse itself on ratification. 
Suffragists, however, did net fear a 
break in their ranks, and were con- 
fident they would dispose of the 
Walker motion as they had planned. 

Should the opposition be success- 
ful it Was regarded certain Attor- 
ney Géneral Thompson's opinion 
that Walker's failure to act today 
had settled the question of recon- 
sideration, would be made by the

On his return to his duties at 
the capitol yesterday after mak- 
ing speeches at Fayetteville and 
Jonesboro Thursday, Governor Dor- 
sey declared that he would welcome 
the opportunity of debating the is- 
sues of the senatorial campaign 
with all of the candidates on the 
stump. The governor felt that 
nothing would be more helpful to 
a full understanding of the ques- 
tions involved by the people than 
such a joint discussion. 

He added, however, that he had 
received no challenge from Senator 
Hoke Smith and know nothing of 
his offer to debate with him except 
the statement printed in the sena- 
tor’s organ. He did not feel that 
it would be*fair to the other can- 
didates or to the people for him and 
the senator to engage in a debate 
with their opponents ignored. In 
this connection, he said: 

No Challenge Received. 

“I observe from The Atlanta 
Journal that Senator Hoke Smith is 
emitting periodical expressions of a 
frantic desire to meet his opponents 
in joint debate. It is customary 
for sincere desires of this ‘naturé= 
be evidenced by challenges, im 
dressed directly to the candidates 
expected to participate.

MORE COAL OPERATORS 
HELD AS PROFITEERS 


Knoxville, Tenn, August 20.— 
Four more coal operators were held 
to the December federal grand jury 
by United States Commissioner J. 
Pike Powers this afternoon follow- 
ing hearings on charges of making 
excess profits in coal deals in vio- 
lation of the Lever law. Those 
bound over were A. M. Stewart, of 
the Clearfield Jellico Coal company, 
and T. P. Witherspoon, Emery B. 
Davis and G. G. Crowley, of the 
Blue Diamond Sales company. Bond 
in each instance was fixed at 
000. 

In the case of Mr. Stewart, the 
government claimed that cost of 
production of coal sold at $8.50 per 
ton was $5.20, giving the company a 
profit of $3.30 a ton. A letter from 
Mr. Stewart was read in which it 
was stated that the entire output 
of the mines was taken by the 
Mathew Addy company, coal brok- 
ers, of Cincinnati. The sales on 
which the government bases its 
charges showed the sales were made 
to that company, but that in all five 
instances cited the coal was shipped 
to other consignees. Cost sheets 
were said to show the company 
mined 2,343 tons of coal in the 
month in question at a cost $12,- 
188.79.

With a recent gnerous turn of the 
traditional wheels, there came the 
heretofore unheard of idea of in- 
stalling moving picture projectors 
and screens on passenger trains 
so that the transient public may 
pay homage to their favorite stars 
in big feature cinema productions, 
and be educated with instructive 
films depicting the most important 
industries of the section through 
which their trmin may be passing 
while en route to their destina- 
tion. . ‘ 
Billups Leads the Way. 
J. P. Bullups, general passenger 
agent of the West Point route, took 
the initiative in promoting the in- 
novation, and the idea, as was 
fully expected, met with the en- 
thusiastic gmpprobation of the pas- 
sengers on the famous New York- 
New Orleans limited, on which the 
first experiment was made. The 
result is that henceforth all pas- 
Sengers on that train will be 
treated to moying pictures exhibit- 
ed in the observation Pullman. It 
is also planned to furnish the pas- 
s¢ngers with the latest phonograph 
music while the pictures are being 
shown, 
It is predicted by Mr. Billups 
that in the near future all pas- 
senger trains will be equipped with 
moving picture projectors and 
screens and phonographs. 

Plans for Entertainment. 

“We carry over 150,000 passengers 
yearly, or ebout 400 daily, on the 
New York-New Orleans limited,” 
said Mr. Billups Friday, at the 
conclusion of =-n enthusiastic ac- 
count of the experimental exhibi- 
tion. “We can entertain and edu- 
cate these passengers all the way 
from New York to New Orleans. 
The passengers were amazed and 
delighted at the first pictures. We 
exhibited a very fine educational 
picture, showing the use of tractors 
and other power farm machinery, 
and then for the entertainment of 
the passengers, we showed a 
endid comedy.

A. W. Savage, president of 
the company,’ was given gighteen 
months and $10,000 fine. W. A. 
Savage, general manager of the 
company; was given thirty-nine 
months aad $1,200 fine.

$50,000. W, O. Wooten, of Winder, 
Ga., was convicted on three counts. 
His bond is $10,000. T. A. St. John 
received a thirteen-month sentence 
and $1,000 fine.

With All Bequests Deducted, 
Grady Hospital Will Re- 
ceive $135,228.85. 


Investigation of the records in the 
office of State Tax Commissioner 
Henry J. Fullbright yesterday dis- 
closéd the fact that the appraisal 
of the estate of the late Albert 
Steiner, made last October, placed 
the entire value of the estate at 
$372,635.40. The amount left to 
the Grady hospital as residuary 
legatee after other bequests had 
been deducted was $135,228.85. The 
inheritance tax on this amount at 
2 per cent comes to $6,761.44. 

The record shows that the sum 


left to Grady hospital was con- 
siderably in.excess of the figure as 
quoted from memory both by Mr. 
Fullbright and Gordon F. Mitchel, 
who made the appraisement to The 
Constitution over the _ telephone 
Thursday night, which, in both 
cases, was $00,000. The Constitu- 
tion, however, distinctly stated that 
the figure given was quoted from 
memory and subject to correction. 

No matter how much the Grady 
hosnital may obtain from the be- 
guest as a result of increased value 
of the estate since the appraisal 
was made, the tax will be levied on 
the accepted appraisal and the 
principal cannot be more than the 
$6,761.44 above stated.

20.—Phenomenal pole vaulting by F. 
K. Foss, Chicago A. A., which broke 
all existing records, and a brilliant 
distance race by four European run- 
ners in which the Frénch marvel, 
Guillemot, went down to defeat, fur- 
nished the thrills for the 10,000 


spectators at the sixth day of the. 


Olympic games today. The  per- 


formances in both these events 
were exceptionally praiseworthy in 
view of the rain and cold. 

The day was ending with a bDril- 
liant sunset, but with November- 
like temperature, just as Foss, the 
former Cornell star, sailed over the 
bar which had been placed at the 
height of 13 feet 5% Inches. The 
old world; record was 13 feet 2% 
inches, 

Foss already was the winner of 
the first place for the United Statcs 
in the pole vault, but he was urged 
to go on and break the Olympic rec- 
ord. This he did, and then, after 
consultation by the officials, the 
bar was set the top height so that 
Foss might have a chance to excel 
the world’s record. When ‘the 
height of the crossbar was 4an- 
nounced, an absolute hush fell over 
the spectators. 

Twice Foss essayed his task and 
failed. Then, aiter a long rest and 
with all the spectators tense, he 


took an exceptionally long run and ‘| 


a terrific leap, sailed upward and) 
curved his body over the bar like 
the letter U, snapped the pole oe 
ward and dropped amid a e grea 
splash of sawdust into the pit a8 
the other side. 

The crowds in the stands yelled 
themselves hoarse ag the feat was 
accomplished, while Foss’ team- 
mates lifted him upon their sheuld- 
ers and marched around, the band 
meanwhile playing. Flags every- 
where were bay in unison with 
the melody of the band, the photog- 
raphers were scurrying here and 
there in order to obtain pictures of 
the momentoug event, 

There was scarcely less enthus!i- 
asm over the 10,000 meter run, 
which developed into a sensational 
full distance contest between Nur- 
mi, of Finland; Guillemot, the 
Frenchman; Wilson, - of Englana, 
and Maccario, of Italy—undoubted- 
ly four of the greatest distance 
runners,who had been brought to- 
gether in years. 

From start to finish the quartet 
ran most of the time toe ‘to heel, 
and closed in a sprint that would 


have done credit to fresh men. Nur- 


mi had the greatest reserve, dash- 
ing away to win from his French 
rival in the final seventy yards. 
The Frenchman had enough strength 
left to outstay Wilson who himself 
at the tape had just sufficient stam- 
ina to beat out the plucky, stocky 
little Italian. Nurmi's time was 31 
minutes 45 2-5 seconds. This was 
45 3-5 seconds behind the world’s 
record of Jean Bouin, the famous 
French runner who was killed in 
the world war, Bouin established 
his mark in France in 1913. The 
belief prevailed that Nurmi would 
have made a record if the run had 
been over anything like a fast 
track:

Will Not Fight in Atlanta 


That Martin’ Burke, New Orleans light-heavyweight, will not be 
brought to Atlanta to meet Joe White, of Birmingham and Memphis, 
was the announcement of Promoter J. Hume McDonald, yesterday 


afternoon. 


Mr. McDonald stated that Fred Digby, Martin's manager, 


insisted on too high a figure for. his fighter, the promoter asserting 
that Digby will listen to no inducement that doesn’t carry a big guar- 


antee or the privilegé of a huge slice of the 


x office receipts. 


‘Mr. MeDonald said he had been assured by White’s managers that 
the big fellow would come to Atlanta for a reasonable consideration, 
and that White appeared extremely anxious to meet the New Orleans 
boy. The promoter expressed the opinion that Burke was afraid to 
meet the Memphis fighter, and was demanding a price that couldn’t be 
met; for no other reason than to evade facing Joe White in an arena, 


be it an Atlanta one or not. 


No-Decision| Demand. 

We are informed further that 
Digby will not consider his 
battler fighting av decision go with 
White, insisting that the fight be 
a nmo-verdict affair. It should be 
known by this. time in New Orleans 
that Atlanta-is'a decision town; 
never has been any other kind, and 
as the fans are accustomed to the 
brand, it probably will never be any 
The out-of-town scrap- 
pers that are brought in are gen- 
erally pretty well paid, but some of 
them appear to balk at’ being 
forced to “take a chance” on a 
percentage basis. 

A no-decision fight between 
adnettn. Burke and Joe White in At- 
lanta would be a flivyer, and no 
one knows this any more than Mr. 
McDonald, who must be weary by 
this time of paying out hundreds 
of dollars in guarantees to over- 
rated pugilists. We are told by Mr. 
McDonald that he never expects to 
pring any fighter other than a 
world’s champion to Atlanta for a 
no-decision fight, and we think his 
stand is a good one. 

Winner Take All. 


Having arrived at that decision, 
it is the writer’s opinion that Mr. 
McDonald would further aid the 
boxing game locally by putting all 
his fights on,a “winner take all” 
ba 4nethod is the one most 


-certain to protect the fans from the 


“stalling” tendencies of some of the 
“ham battlers’” who slip in on Mr. 
McDonald's boxing cards occasion- 


ally. 


With this system in vogue, match 
would doubtless prove a 
bit harder, but the railbirds would 
at least have the’ satisfaction of 
knowing that when a match was 
made, the stake would be large 
enough to force the men to extend 
themselves. Should the system be 
adopted universally by the box- 
ing commissions andgpromoters of 
the nation, after a few months the 
“set-ups” would stray to more lu- 
erative fields, leaving the fighting 
game in the hands of real scrap- 
pers. 
Boxing Commission. 

As a matter of fact, Georgia 
should have a boxing commission, 
with enough power vested in it to 
elevate the profession to the plane 
it should be on, Under the rule of 
the commission no fighter would 
be permitted to fight unless his 
record proved he was worthy of 
sharing in the money shelled out 
by the spectators. The public would 
be protected, and it is our opinion 
that the conscientious promoters 
are all aiming at that target. 


In announcing that he had ter- 
minated communication with Mar- 
tin Burke, Mr. McDonald issued 
the following statement: 

Promoter's Statement. 

“Through his manager, Mr. Fred 
Digby, I have been informed thar 
Martin Burke, of New, Orleans, will 
consider no figure less than 33 1-3 
per cent of the gate receipts, or a 
uarantee of several hundred dol- 
ars, in addition to a no-decision 
bout, for his proposed fight against 
Joe White. I immediately advised 
Mr, Digby that Atlanta was -a de- 
cision town; that our fights were 
positively on a percentage basis, 
and that Martin was not worth 
more than a 25 per cent break on 
the box office receipts. I have not 
heard from him, so I feel that 
Burke will not fight ,in Atlanta. 

“It is my private opinion that 
Burke is afraid to meet White in 
an Atlanta arena, or any other, for 
that matter, and as far as I am con- 
crened, I have no desire to drive 
him into meeting the Memphis bat- 
tler. Burke has failed to show that 
he had any too much stuff in re- 
ceht fights with Young Denny. of 
New Orleans, a much [fighter oppo- 
nent, ahd I don’t believe he would 
be a drawing card in Atlanta. Joe 
White is a great fighter, and I be- 
lieve Burke knows it.

Rotarians, Ad Men and 
Other Organizations Aid 
in Making Things Pleas- 
ant for Veterans Taking 
Vocational Training. 


The action of the~Atianta Rotary 
club in having as its luncheon 
guests a dozen disabled war veter- 
ans now taking vocational training 
in Atlanta, has brought to light 
& little known activity of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross which should merit 
the co-ope on of many other At- 
lanta organizations and individuals. 

“The invitation of the Rotary club 
was the outcome of work among 
these men by the assistant person- 
nel service officer of the Bed Cross 
assigned to the vocational training 
board,” states Joseph C. Logan, as- 
sistant Red Cross manager at south- 
ern division headquarters. “This is 
a new office we have create! in 
the past two months to weet a 
certain and peculiar need. 

“It was found that among the 
disabled service men taking train- 
ing in Atlanta there were many 
strangers who were having a lonely 
time, with no friends and no p'ace 
to go outside the institution they 
were atending. blue were some 
of them that they were leaving At- 
lanta, throwing away the chance 
to better their position in tife. 

“The vocational board asked che 
help of the Red Cross, so we as- 
sigtied Miss Marion Van Dyke to 
tackle the problem, Miss Van Dyke, 
working for the past six weeks, 
has secured very happy results. 
She found that Atlanta and Atlan- 
ta people were not intentionally in- 
hospitable, but that few realized 
the presence here of hundreds of 
tiisabled men, no longer in uwunil- 
form, and that the men themselves 
were backward ‘about making 
friends in many instances. it was 
simply a question of bringing them 
together—Atlanta and the boys. 

“The Emory unit barbecue, the 
Bell house party, Kiwanis, the Old 
Guard barbecue, the Ad club ball 
game, the Joseph Habersham chap- 
ter, P .

many quarters as presaging lengthy 
litigation, for the opinion of legal 
authorities in all parts of the coun- 
try is sharply divided on the ques- 
tion involved.. 

The constitution provides that no 
legislature should pass upon a pro- 
posed amendment unless it should 
have been elected after the proposed 
measure had been submitted to the 
states by congress. This /legisla- 
ture was elected in November, 19138. 
Congress submitted the suffrage 
amendments months later. 

Governor Roberts called the spe-. 
cial session to act on the amend- 
ment only after receiving opinions 
of W. lL. Frierson, solicitor general 
of the United States, and Attor- 
ney General Thompson, that a de- 
cision of the supreme court of the 
United States in holding invalid a 
referendum clause in the Ohio con- 
stitution also served to nullify the 
clause of the Tennessee constitu- 


tion in question. Many authorities 
maintain the two cases are not 
parallel and every effort to have 
the validity of the Tennessee pro- 
vision upheld is expected. 

Session Was Tense. 

“The enemy is routed,” said Rep- 
resentative Hanover, leader of the 
suffrage forces. “We are going 10 
settle the issue now beyond any 
doubt,” said Representative Riddick, 
of Memphis, anether suffrage advo- 
cate. 

The session of the house Friday 


was fully as tense as any since the 


house met nearly two weeks ago.

tive or executive action might be 
needed in several states before ade- 
quate election machinery was set 
up to permit all women to vote in 
November. 

Alice Paul, chairman of the party, 
wired today to attorneys general in 
doubtful states, asking if the road 
to.the polls would be open to wom- 
en as soon as the ratification of 
the amendment had been proclaim- 
ed. Only nine doubtful states— 
Alabama, Connecticut, Delaware, 
Florida, Louisiana, South Carolina, 


) Tennessee, Maryland and Vermont— 


remained to -be heard from on the 
point, as party officials -have been 
informed that adequate steps would 
be taken in all others, the state- 
ment said. 

In thirty of the states, it added, 
full participation of women is as- 
sured by the fact that they already 
had more or less complete voting 
powers under state law.

Marshall was brought here early 
today from Aberdeen, where he haa 
been held since his conviction. The 
trip from Aberdeen was without in- 
cident. 

It was stated that Marshall’s body 
will be taken to Armory, Miss., for 
burial. 

Felix Marshall, brother of the 
condemned - man, journeyed with the 
sheriff's posse from Aberdeen to 
claim the body after the execution. 

According to the officers, Mar- 
shall spent a rather restless night 
in jail and was awakened shortly 
before 4 o’clock to catch the train 
for Tupelo. His only visitor during 
last night was Rev, W. J. Wilson, 
réctor of the Episcopal church, by 
whom he was baptised a few days 


ago. 

« Sketch of the Crime. 

The crime for which Charlie 
Marshall, Monroe county farmer, 
was sentenced to be hanged—the 
killing of William Miller, an in- 
fant and youngest of four menibers 
of the family of Robert Miller, who 
were shot or clubbed to death at 
their home near Amory, Miss., on 
the night of January 15 last—was 
described by Justice Holden, of the 
Mississippi supreme court, in an- 
nouncing the court’s decision af- 
firming the death sentence, was 
“one of fiendish brutality—unparal- 
leled in the criminal history of the 
state.” 

Miller and his son and daughter, 
the latter the mother of the infant, 
were shot and the baby clubbed to 
death and their bodies burned in a 
fire which destroyed the Miller 
home. Their charred bodies were 
found in the ruins. 

Charlie Marshall, a neighbor of 
the Millers, and alleged to have 
been the father of William Miller 
was accused of the killing by Peari 
May Miller, 14-year-old daughter of 
the man killed and only member of 
the family who escaped. At Mar- 
shall’s trial, held in Tupelo on 
change of venue from Monroe coun- 
ty, she told of witnessing the work 
of the slayer from a place of con- 
cealment where she sought safety 
after the dwelling had been par- 
tially destroyed by, the explosion of 
a charge of dynamite. She escaped 
just before the slayer or slayers 
applied the torch to the building. 

Intense Public Feeling. 

Owing to intense public feeling, 
Marshall was removed to Jackson 
for safe keeping shortly after his 
arrest, and during his arraignment 
at Aberdeen and trial here state 
troops stood guard over the,court- 
house. 

J. E. Marshall, father of Charles 
Marshall, and the latter’s brother, 
Felix Marshall, also were indicted 
in connection with the murder. 
The elder Marshall was found 
guilty, and sentenced to life im- 
prisonment, but, on appeal to the 
state supreme court, the verdict of 
the lower court was set aside and 
the charge on which he was tried 
was ordered dismissed. Felix Mar- 
shall has not been placed on trial. 

All of the Marshalls denied the 
charges and declared they had no 
knowledge of the crime.’ Several 
witnesses testified at the trial of 
Charlie Marshall and his father 
that. all of the accused men were 
at their homes at the time the mur- 
der was supposed to have been! 
committed.

RUSS COUNTER, ATTACKS 
EXPECTED BY BRITISH.

London, August 20.—British mili- 
tary authorities still refuse to be- 
come overly optimistic over the 
Situation in Poland... They believe 
@ recovery and counter attack by 
the bolsheviks is inevitable. They 
are going on the theory that the 


Poles have no great number of 


reserves to draw on, and if this is 
the case, then they regard the 
continued rushing advance of the 
Polish armies as reckless. 

The most intense activity is an- 
ticipated in the region of Thorn 
within the next few days. There 
numbers of Polish reserves are 
being concentrated and a battle of 
considerable magnitude may be ex- 
pected, ~~ 

According to latest advices 10,- 
000 bolshevik prisoners have been 
counted and others taken by the 
Poles are still coming in. 

The battlefront is now removed 
from sixty to eighty miles from 
Warsaw. The red invaders have 
been driven back fifty miles, but 
the British military experts are 
fearful that the Polish leaders will 
lose their heads. They point out 
the ill-fated Kieff advance, which 
broke down under circumstances 
somewhat similar to those of to- 


ay. 

The Moscow wireless Friday 
afternoon admitted a retreat of the 
bolsheviks to the extent of thirty- 
five milés east of Lukow. Radzyn 
and Lukow, the wireless stated, 
have been_abandoned by the bol- 
sheviks. :Fighting is now in prog- 
ress on Biela and Wliodawa. 

Biela is thirty miles west of 
Brest-Litovsk, and Wlodawa is 
forty miles directly south of that 
fortress on the Brest-Litovsk-Cholm 
railway. 

In so far as the diplomatic situa- 
tion ks concerned it is now consid- 
ered certain that the Minsk pour- 
parlers will not be productive and 
may aewer 4 be broken off en- 
tirely mt the direction of the 
French, who are acting’ as’ advis- 
ors to the Poles.
